Dulcigno, Montenegro would be 
shut out from the sea by a narrow 
strip of Dalmatia that stretches south- 
ward almost to the strait of Otranto. Dul- 
cigno is one of the oldest and best harbors 
on the Adriatic. About twelve miles 
back oi it is the city of Scutari, on a lake 
ofthe same name. Dulcigno, it should 
be remembered, is an Albanian town. 
The Albanians are fierce followers of the 
prophet, and old enemies of the Monte- 
negrins. Albania is, however, a pro- 
vince of Turkey. At first the porte pro- 


fessed to be willing to cede Dulcigno as 
the powers had directed, but at length 
she instituted a policy of delay and inde- 
cision. In the meanwhile the Turkish 
commandant at Dulcigno, Riza Pacha, 
permitted an Albanian force to take pos- 
session of the town, and the allied fleet will 
now have to deal with the Albanians, 
who are prepared to contest the ground 
against the Montenegrins, who are en- 
camped within striking distance. This 
shape of the contest is but a device of 
the Turks, and will probably be so 
regarded by the powers. The troops of 
Montenegro are to march, it is reported, 
to-morrow on Dulcigno. If they are 
opposed by the Albanians, the fleet will 
doubtless shell the city. If the powers 
put Montenegro in possession of Dul- 
cigno, they will be bound to make that 
possession secure. This means war in 
Albania. Greece is arming to strike for 
Janina; the Macedonians are impatient 
to rush to arms, the Bulgarians are ready 
to fight for larger dominion, and Koume- 
lia,gServia, Bosnia and Herzegovina are 
full of discontent. All want the Turk to 
go. “So does Europe, not excepting Eng- 
land. And all this is probable if war is 
once inaugurated at Dulcigno by the al- 
lied fleet. Itis not so mu€h the posses- 
sion of the ancient port that is at stake 
as the further existence of Turkey in 
Europe. Enrope, therefore, watches with 
interest affairs on the stormy Albanian 
coast, believing that the final solution of 
the Turkish problem is bound up in 
the action of the fleet that is under the 
command of an English admiral. 
The Southern Claims Bugaboo. 

General Hancock’s letter in regard to 
southern war-claims, so-called, is timely 
and conclusive. He does not dally with 
the maiter, as Mr. Tilden did, but, so far 
as it tuuches him, denounces it. He 
might have gone further than this and 
denounced the imputation in the name 
and behelf of the wWeifiocratic party, par- 
ticularly that Franch of the party having 
an abiding plave in the south. Tur Con- 
STITUTION has frequently taken occasion 
to declare that there have never been 
and never can be any war claims made 
against the government in which the 
people of the south are interested.

The October Scribner, the closing number 
of the twentieth volume, opens with an ar- 
ticle, in the serieson ‘*American Sports,” on 
‘“*Porpoise-shooting,’’ by Charles C. Ward, 
accompanied by some striking illustrations 
by Burns, Share, and Gibson. The biography 
of ‘Jean Francois Millet—Peasant and 
‘Painter,’’ which appears here io adyance of 
its publication in France, is continued, 
with reproductions of ten of the artist’s 
most noted pictures; its revelation of the 
simplicity and heroism of Millet’s life is one 
of the most interesting events of recent 
biography.

The history 
of the early life of ‘“‘Peter the Great’ con- 
cludes in this number with an account of 
the expedition against and the capture of 
Azof, and in the November number the 
story of ‘‘Peter the Great es Ruler and Re 
“former’’ will be commenced. This coming 
part of this great man’s life promises to be 
more interesting, in both a literary and an 
artistic way, than the preceding chapters, 
H. C. Hovey gives an account of his trips 
of “One Hundred Miles in Mammoth 
‘“‘Cave,”’ aided with illustrations 
by Berton; and Samuel Parsons, Jr,, 
writes of ‘“‘Ssa-side Lawn-Piauting,” with 
sketches by Gibson, Vanderhoof, and oth- 
ers. There isa'so a thoughtful and timely 
paper on the present condition of affairs, 
especially in agriculture, in “The New 
“South,” by Sidney Lanier, who aptly 
characterizes the large farming of the 
north-west as not farming at ail, but 
“mining for wheat.’’ There is an article 
on the privileges of suffrage, under the ti- 
tle of ‘‘fo Bolt or not to Bolt,’”’ by Wash- 
ington Gladden; a proposition for the es- 
tablishment of a “Free Lending Library 
‘for New York,’’ with the public schools as 
branches, by Theodore H Mead; a bright 
and interesting story by Puilip Bourke 
Marston; and the final chapters of George 
W. Cable’s stirring novel, ‘‘The Grandis- 
“‘simes.”’

Two of the children were having convul 
sons. ur doctors were immediately sum- 
moned, and pronounced it as pvisou from arsenic 
orstrichnine. Itis thought that the poison was 
putin the well bucket, as those (and only thosv) 
who drank of the fresh water were affected. They 
are all now cut of danger. The perpetrator of the 
deed is unknown.

FREIGHTS AND TPE RAILROAD C )MMISSION, 

HawKinsville Djgpatch. 

Underan order from the railroad commission 
the Macon and Brunégwick railroad has been re- 
quired to increase the freizht on cotton from 
Hawkinsville to Savannah from one dollar and 
fifty cents a bale to two dollars and tifty five 


pounds; or, in other Words, the rate on cotton 
from this place to Savannah is fifty one cents per 
hundred. This increase has been made to satisfy 
the basiness men of Montezama and Americus, 
who claimed that Hawkinsville had been allow- 
ed lower rates on account of river competition, 
when, as they claime’, the river was not in boat- 
ing order. The merchants of Hawkinsville are 
disgusted with the ratlroad commission 
and have made arrangemeuts to pvt the 
steamboat Cumberland on the river as soon as 
some repairs can be made. The Cumberland is 
now undergoing repairs, and will probably be 
ready for service in a few days. There Would 
have been boats on the river before now but the 
merchants thought they had made a permanent 
agreemeut with the Macon and Brunswick road, 
and were perfectly satisfied with the low rates 
secured, when, ‘“‘presto,”’ the railroad commission 
steps into the arena and demands abrogation of 
the agreement and an increase of rates to please 
Americus and Montezuma. For the want of a 
boat Hawkinsville is naw paying from five hun- 
dred to one thousand dollars a week more for 
freight and cotton than would be required if a 
boat were running on the river.
